Harly in April of last year the cap- 
tain of the steamer Roseada, plying on 
the Kissimmee river, reported the dis- 
covery of a white owl’s nest, which 
was in a hole of a leaning dead cab- 
bage palm, overhanging the river, says 
Forest and Stream.

FLORIDA OWLS. 


Young Birds of Different Ages Found 
in One Nest. 


Early in April of last year the cap- 
tain of the steamer Roseada, plying on 
the Kissimmee river, reported the dis- 
covery of a white owl’s nest, which 
was in a hole of a leaning dead cab- 
bage palm, overhanging the river, says 
Forest and Stream. Twice a week on 
his trip up and down he watched the 
growth of the birds, until he consid- 
ered them old enough to move. He 
then transferred them from the nest to 
a box, under serious protest from the 
parent birds. The birds proved to be 
speciments of the barn owl, and great 
was the surprise to see the three owls 
of three different sizes and evidently 
considerable differences in their ages, 
From inquiry it is learned that these 
birds, after hatching the first egg, lay 
another, whose hatching is left to be 
cone by the young bird while it feath- 
ers, thus explaining why the birds in 
the different stages of development 
were found in the same nest and ex- 
plaining, too, the responsibility that 
the oldest bird seemed to have over 
the younger ones—much as the older 
child watches over the younger ones 
of a family. The oldest owl was al- 
most matured—in full feather—its 
large black eyes, almost human in ex- 
pression, being well set off by the 
snow-white face. The plumage on the 
back was a golden brown, the rest of 
the body streaked with white. The 
second bird in size was an ashy, dull 
white; he was covered. with down— 
the down on his face giving him a 
vicious expression—entirely different 
from the oldest bird. The baby of the 
nest was scarcely half the size of the 
oldest bird, had a sharp, narrow and 
long face. with a weazened, monkeylike 
expression, but he was snow-white, 
looking like a ball of wool. He cud- 
died under the larger birds and at 


feeding time was the most ravenous | 


eater of the crowd. 
these three little owls quietly sat, 
making no sound except when ap- 
proached, when a sharp snapping of 
their beaks announced that they 
wished no intruders. To turn them out 
of their box in daytime meant a quick 
return to it.’ They were turned out 
one day for a visitor to admire, and the 
box removed, when they quietly sought 
refuge under the folds of her dress 
skirt. At night they were in their 
element when turned loose; they 
walked around, flapped their wings, 
would come up and take food from 
the hand and drink water from a 
spoon placed between their beaks with 
as much ease as a person possibly 
could. After eating to their satisfac- 
tion, they would return to the box and 
there sit for an hour, peering out, 
swaying their bodies backward and 
forward, as if rocking themselves to 
sleep. The pleasure and the study de- 
rived from observing these young owls 
scarcely compensated for the sorrow 
oaused around the old palm tree. For 
seyeral trips, as the Roseada passed up 
and down the river, the old owls fol- 
lowed the boat, darting at it and cry- 
ing for the loss of their young, their 
mournful tones coming to the crew on 
the still nights like some haunting 
Spirit.

Recent descriptions of the great lake 
of liquid asphaltum, or bitumen, in 
the island of Trinida& show that not- 
withstanding the enormous quantity of 
the substance removed every year, the 
supply is undiminished.

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SCENE AT A LONDON WEDDING 


Priest Struck for Protesting the Mar- 
riage of a Divorce. 

A protest against the remarriage of a 
gentleman who had obtained a divorce 
from his wife caused a sensation in 
Christ church, Down Street, recéntly.

to witness the marriage, the bride- 
room being a well known army man. 
At that part of the Service where the 
Prayer book provides for ‘any man to 
allege and declare any impediment why 
they may not be coupled together in 
matrimony, by God’s law, or the laws 
of this realm,” the following was read 
in a loud voice: : 
_ “I, Edwin Walker, assistant priest of 
St. Peter’s, London Docks, do allege 
and declare an impediment why these 
persons may not be coupled together 
in matrimony by God’s law. This man 
has a canonical wife living.” 

At thig point the parish attendants 
forcibly expelled the clergyman from 
the church, and one of the marriage 
guests went so far as to strike the of- 
fending priest. Rev. E. Walker, who 
was accompanied by another clergy- 
man, having made his objection, drove 
off in a cab. 

Interviewed by a Daily Mail repre- 
Sentative at London docks, Rev. Edwin 
Walker said that he protested against 
the marriage of divorced persons at 
Christ church, Mayfair, at the sugges- 
tion of Father Black, whose opposition 
to such marriages was well known, 

“Father Black,” said Mr. Walker, 
“did not think it advisable to inter- 
fere in this instance, as people would 
Say that it is he who is always protest- 
ing. He preferred me to act in his 
stead, and I merely carried out his in- 
structions. I went to the place at the 
time appointed, and had the couple 
pointed out-to me, but I do not per- 
sonally know even their names, much 
less any of the circumstances of the 
case. 

“It would not affect my action in the 
slightest if I had known that the gen- 
tleman against whose marriage I pro- 
tested was the innocent partyin the di- 
vorce case in which he had figured. 
What I object to is the sacrilege of a 
person who has been divorced being 
remarried in a church. There 
plenty of registry offices where such 
persons can be remarried, and I think 
that they should make.use of these fa- 
cilities.”—London Mail.

JUSTIGE JURY TRIALS NOW ARE 
MERE FARGES. 


AND THAT THE JURIES ARE NOI 
WHAT THEY SHOULD BE. 


Editor Evening Times: 

There is considerable discussion all 
over the country regarding the im- 
proving of the jury trials, especially 
in the justice courts. In the circuit 
courts of this state much improvement 


justice courts is looked upon as a farce, 
and many litigants, when sued in a jus- 
tice court, if a jury is asked for, will 
let the case go by default and appeal at 
once, The absurdity of allowing an or- 
dinary constable to select a list of men, 
composed largely from among his per- 
sonal friends, men who have, in most 
cases, requested to be put on the panel 
for the purpose of deciding matters of 
intricacies involving up to three hun- 
dred dollars, must be apparent. The 
following article is a recent one from 
a law report and suggests a number of 
good things. It is to be hoped that the 
‘time will come when a person who has 
a matter in dispute may have it ad- 
judged by honest, honorable men, who 
will try and decide matters between 
man and man according to the evi- 
dence. As it now is, “Justice” is a by- 
word and slur, as conducted in the low- 


er courts. 


“The strength of the jury system lies 
in the fact that a jury represents the 
whole people. Its chief value would be 
lost if juries constituted a particular 
class of people. But its chief fault has 
been that jurors were too often below 
the average level of intelligence and 
character -A-g00d jury must have- in- 
telligence fully up to the average, and 
an integrity that is not measured by 
any averages but is free from suspicion. 
Honest men of, at least, ordinary in- 
telligence, taken indiscriminately from 
all ranks, classes and occupations, are 
indispensible to the proper working of 
the jury system, : 

An improvement of this system has 
already been made in many places, but 
is yet imperatively demanded in other 
places. An address by David Cross re- 
cently made before the judiciary com- 
mittee of the New Hampshire house of 
representatives, makes a strong de- 
mand for the adoption of the system of 
jury commissioners in that state, and 
says that in every city of the United 
States in which it has been adopted the 
result has been better jurors and a bet- 
ter administration of justice. This ad- 
dress is valuable and gives much in- 
formation concerning the different 
modes of selecting jurors in different 
states. Political considerations in the 
selection of jurors are peculiarly perni- 
cious. The men to whom the selection 
is a favor are almost invariably unfit. 
Fit men usually sit as a sacrifice and 
do not ask for appointment as a polit- 
ical favor. In cities where ward bosses 
have acquired a strong grip this politic- 
al selection of jurors. reaches its worst 
phase, and that is aggravated ky the 
selection of talesmen from the court 
house hangers-on without other visible 
means of support, who are known as 
professional jurors. 


been far more glaring than was neccs- 
sary in the present state of gociety, 
This was due to needlessly bad meth- 
ods of selection, Publie attention has 
recently fixed itself on the subject, with 
good results already in many places 
and good prospects for others. : The 
constitutionality of a law providing for 
selection of a special list for criminal 
trials, by a special jury commissioner, 
in counties having a certain population, 
is upheld by the recent New York case. 
The constitutionality of a statute pro- 
viding for a struck jury when deemed 
necessary by either party is upheld in 
a Minnesota case, and similar laws 
have been upheld in other states. But 
the most important legislation on the 
subject is that which provides for good 
jurors on the general list, and 
merely for special cases or a special 
class of cases. A county jury commis- 
sioner chosen by the judges of the 
county seems especially likely to give 
satisfactory service. If appointed by 
the courts, he will be more likely to be 
free from political influences and to

JUDGE KINNE INTIMATES THAT 
HE WILL DENY IT. 


The Whitman “red hot furnace” case 
bobbed up in the circuit court again to- 
day. It will be remembered .that 
Adrian C. Hare, a Detroit contractor, 
came out here and during the absence 
of Mr. Whitman removed a red hot fur- 
nace from an incompleted house. Mr. 
Whitman replevined it and got a judg- 
ment in the lower court, Mr, Hare ap- 
pealed and won his case in the circuit 
court, 

Mr. Whitman intends appealing to 
the supreme court, and his attorney, J. 
W. Bennett, took the first step for this 
end today by making a motion for a 
new trial. Mr, Bennett claimed that 
the case should not have gone to the 
jury on account of the furnace being a 
part of the realty in that the testi- 
mony showed that it was the intention 
when the furnace was put in to make it 
a part of the realty. 

Judge Kinne—‘‘Did not the testimony 
show that Mr, Whitman reserved the 
right to test the furnace? If that is 
so does this not deprive it of its char- 
acter as realty?” 

Mr, Bennett—“‘But the furnace was 
sufficient,’’ 

Judge Kinne—‘‘Well, if there were no 
conditions it would be realty.” 

Mr. Bennett—‘“‘It is the intention of 
the parties who make the annexation 
as what determines the 
whether it is realty or not.” 

Mr. Lehman—‘It was the -testimony 
of Mr. Whitman that he claimed every- 
thing that went into the house because 
he advanced the money. He also testi- 
fied that the furnace was to heat the 
rooms to a certain degree, and it was 
the testimony of an expert that the 
furnace did not comply with these con- 
ditions. It was a question of fact and 
the jury found against Mr. Whitman 
on disputed facts.” 

Judge Kinne—‘‘My charge to the jury 
was very favorable to Mr. Whitman. 
If the case should have gone to the 
jury at all it could not have been made 
stronger for Mr. Whitman. I will an- 
nounce my decision in a few days.” 
Mr. Kinne did not exactly say what 
he was going todo, but the way he 
talked made it appear that he would 
deny the motion for a new trial.

Mr. Yunck has been in De- 


dinary constable to select a list of men, 
composed largely from among his per- 
sonal friends, men who have, in mogt 
cases, requested to be put on the panel 
for the purpose of deciding matters of 
intricacies involving up to three hun- 
dred dollars, must be apparent. The 
following article is a recent one from 
a law report and suggests a number of 
good things. It is to be hoped that the 
time will come when a person who has 
a matter in dispute may have it ad- 
judged by honest, honorable men, who 
will try and decide matters between 
man and man according to the evi- 
dence. As it now is, “Justice” is a by- 
word and slur, as conducted in the low- 
er courts. 

“The strength of the jury system lies 
in the fact that a jury represents the 
whole people. Its chief value would be 
lost if juries constituted a particular 
class of people. But its chief fault has 
been that jurors were too often below 
the average level of intelligence and 
character. A good jury must have in- 
telligence fully up to the average, and 
an integrity that is not measured by 
any averages but is free from suspicion. 
Honest men of, at least, ordinary in- 
telligence, taken indiscriminately from 
all ranks, classes and occupations, are 
indispensible to the proper working of 
the jury system, 

An improvement of this system has 
already been made in many places, but 
is yet imperatively demanded in other 
places. An address by David Cross re- 
cently made before the judiciary com- 
mittee of the New Hampshire house of 
representatives, makes a strong. de- 
mand for the adoption of the system of 
jury commissioners in that state, and 
says that in every city of the United 
States in which it has been adopted the 
result has been better jurors and a bet- 
ter administration of justice. This ad- 
dress is valuable and gives much in- 
formation concerning the different 
modes of selecting jurors in different 
states. Political considerations in the 
selection of jurors are peculiarly perni- 
cious. The men to whom the selection 
‘is a favor are almost invariably unfit. 
Fit men “usually sit as a sacrifice and 
do not ask for appointment as a polit- 
ical favor. In cities where ward bosses 
have acquired a strong grip this politic- 
al selection of jurors reaches its worst 
phase, and that is aggravated ky the 
selection of talesmen from the court 
house hangers-on without other visible 
means of support, who are known as 
professional jurors. 


“The defects of the jury system have 


been far more glaring than was neces- 
sary in the present state of society, 
This was due to needlessly bad meth- 
ods of selection. Publie attention hag 
recently fixed itself on the subject, with 
good results already in many places 
and good prospects for others.“ The 
constitutionality of a law providing for 
selection of a special list for criminal 
trials, by a special jury commissioner, 
in counties having a certain population, 
is upheld by the recent New York case. 
The constitutionality of a statute pro- 
viding for a struck jury when deemed 
necessary by either party is upheld in 
a Minnesota case, and similar laws 
have been upheld in other states. But 
the most important legislation on the 
subject is that which provides for good 
jurors on the general list, and not 
merely for special cases or a special 
class of cases. A county jury commis- 
sioner chosen by the judges of the 
county seems especially likely to give 
satisfactory service. If appointed by 
the courts, he will be more likely to be 
free from political influences and to 
make his selection purely in the inter- 
ests of the administration of justice.”

Notes were given to Mrs. Brainard 
by Feathers and his wife to the amount 
of $1,800, After Mrs. Feathers’ death, 
Mr. Feathers inherited an undivided 
half of 145 acres of land. He gave a 
mortgage on the undivided half to Mrs. 
Brainard in order to take up the notes. 

By the supreme court decisions 
Feathers was given judgments to the 
extent of $1,300 against his wife’s es- 
tate. 

The present bill was filed to have Mrs. 
Brainerd’s notes declared a claim 
against he estate, and to restrain Jo- 
seph Feathers from enforcing the su- 
preme court decision claim against the 
12 acres. 

The main question involved is whether 
Joseph Feathers signed the original 
notes aS a maker or an indorser, or 
whether Mrs. Feathers was the maker 
or indorser.

JUDGE KINNE INTIMATES THAT 
HE WILL DENY HT. 


The Whitman “red hot furnace” case 
bobbed up in the circuit court again to- 
day. It will be remembered that 
Adrian C. Hare, a Detroit contractor, 
came out here and during the absence 
of Mr. Whitman removed a red hot fur- 
nace from an incompleted house. My. 
Whitman replevined it and got a judg- 
ment in the lower court, Mr, Hare ap- 
pealed and won his case in the circuit 
court, 

Mr. Whitman intends appealing to 
the supreme court, and his attorney, J. 
W. Bennett, took the first step for this 
end today by making a motion for a 
new trial. Mr, Bennett claimed that 
the case should not have gone to the 
jury on account of the furnace being a 
part of the realty in that the testi- 
mony showed that it was the intention 
when the furnace was put in to make it 
a part of the realty. 

; Judge Kinne—‘‘Did not the testimony 
show that Mr, Whitman reserved the 
right to test the furnace? If that is 
so does this not deprive it of its char- 
acter as realty?” 

Mr, Bennett—“‘But the furnace was 
suficient,” he 

Judge Kinne—‘‘Well, if there were no 
conditions it would be realty.” 

Mr. Bennett—‘“It is the intention of 
the parties who make the annexation 
as what determines the 
whether it is realty or not.” 

Mr. Lehman—‘‘It was the -testimony 
of Mr. Whitman that he claimed every- 
thing that went into the house because 
he advanced the money. He also testi- 
fied that the furnace was to heat the 
rooms to a certain degree, and it was 
the testimony of an expert that the 
furnace did not comply with these con- 
ditions. It was a question of fact and 
the jury found against Mr. Whitman 
on disputed facts.” 

Judge Kinne—‘‘My charge to the jury 
was very favorable to Mr. Whitman. 
If the case should have gone to the 
jury at all it could not have been made 
stronger for Mr. Whitman. I will an- 
nounce my decision in a few days.”
